The  fact 
IS  being  demonstrated  that  to  the 
places  people  are  told  they  shall  not 
go  Tliey  will  C'.  and  that  the  things 
people  are  toUl  they  shall  not  have 
they  will  have.  The  United  States 
is  beginning  to  find  out  that  all  the 
power  at  its  command  is  not  power- 
ful enough  to  overcome  the  will  of 
even  a  minority  of  the  people.  An 
army  and  a  navy  of  sufficient 
Strength  to  do.  this  cannot  be  mobU 
llaod  and  orgai^Ucd.
